HONG KONG CORRESPONDENT'S REPORT QUOTING ROBERT MCCLOSKEY 
TELLING HONG KONG FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS CLUB VIA SATELLITE 
U.S. WILL NOT DE-ESCALATE ROC DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS EVEN 
AFTER PRC NORMALIZATION. SAID AMBASSADOR UNGER'S 
APPOINTMENT EVIDENCED U.S. INTEREST CONTINUING ROC 
RELATIONS. LEADING UNITED DAILY NEWS CARRIED WASHINGTON 
INTERVIEW WITH SENATOR FONG QUOTING HIM URGING 
MAINTENANCE STATUS QUO AND WARNING PRC RECOGNITION WOULD 
DRAG U.S. INTO ANOTHER WAR. END SUMMARY. 

2. INELUENTIAL CHINA TIMES (280,000) DECEMBER 12 CARRIED 
HONG KONG CORRESPONDENT PAN CHENG-LIANG'S REPORT QUOTING 
ROBERT MCCLOSKEY WASHINGTON TELLING HONG KONG FOREIGN 
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ESCALATE DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH ROC EVEN AFTER 
NORMALIZATION PRC RELATIONS. MCCLOSKEY REPORTED SAYING 
UNGER APPOINTMENT ATTESTED U.S. INTEREST EURTHER 
DEVELOPING U.S.- ROC RELATIONS; U.S. POLICY BASED SHANGHAI 
COMMUNIQUE PRINCIPLE THAT CHINA PROBLEM SHOULD BE SOLVED 
BY CHINESE.
